Help to Miners 


Controls Temperature and 
Humidity; Has Other 
Advantages. 


PITTSBURGH,—Men who dig for 
coal hundreds of feet beneath the 
surface of the ground are benefiting 
from the same air-cleansing princl- 
ple that keeps the office of their 
president cool and dry. 

Conditioned alr for the miner was 
inaugurated recently at the Beech 
Bottom coal mine of the Windsor 
Power House Coal company on the 
Ohio river above Wheeling, W. Va., 
and the 500 men there who turn out 
a million tons of coal a year to pro- 
vide power for war production 
plants in West Virginia and Ohio, 
already profess to ‘‘feel better." 

Installed primarily as a safety 
measure to reduce roof falls by 
maintaining a constant temperature 
and humidity, the air-conditioning 
also has provided a sorely needed 
improvement in the working condi- 
tions of miners. 

Solve Water Supply. 

Alr conditioning in mines is not 
new, according to the United States 
bureau of mines, which is keeping 
close check on the efficacy of the 
project, and encouraging experi- 
ments have been made in Illinois 
and Indiana mines in recent years. 

However, a novel twist, which 
means the solution of the water sup- 
ply problem encountered by many 
mines, has appeared in connection 
with the new air-cooling program. 

Engineers say that rock falls, 
which trouble all mines, are caused 
by expansion and contraction of the 
rock, due to fluctuation in the tem- 
peratures and humidity, and varia- 
tions between the inside and outside 
temperatures, creating beads of con- 
densed moisture on the rock in the 
summer and leaving the rock dry in 
the winter. Rock falls—from a 
pound to a ton—invariably accom- 
pany summer drippings. 

Other mines have used chilled wa- 
ter to bring the intake air down to 
the desired temperature and give it 
the proper moisture content, 


Has Many Advantages. 

Before releasing the exhaust air 
from the mine, however, the Wind- 
sor plant, which has a limited sup- 
ply of spring water, passes the cold 
air through the water that has been 
warmed in the original process, 
thereby cooling it for another air- 
chilling job. 

The installation of air-conditioning 
provides control of a constant tem- 


perature and humidity, and since it | = 


has been in use, the inner surfaces 
of the mine have been dry. 

Officials have pointed out that con- 
trol of roof-falls results in. several 
beneficial factors; the elimination of 
the mental hazard that slows up the 
miner, the maintenance of produc- 
tion at an even pace without inter- 
truption caused by injuries to miners, 
and through improved atmospheric 
conditions, the company is enabled 
to make a larger recovery of coal 
from its property, thus conserving 
an important natural resource, 


Toll of Cancer in U. S. 


Is Steadily Increasing 
WASHINGTON.—Ravages of can- 
cer in the United States have al- 
most doubled over the past 40 years, 
the census bureau reports. 

Cancer is one of the few diseases 
the mortality record of which has 
grown steadily worse in that period, 
the bureau records disclosed. 

In the 40 years of the bureau's 
records of death registrations, can- 
cer deaths have totaled 3,115,932— 
almost equal to the population of 
Chicago. Since the registration 
area did not include the entire coun- 
try until 1933, the number of deaths 
from cancer in the period was even 
greater than shown by the records. 

The bureau estimated that if can- 
cer fatalities were localized each 
year, a city the size of Des Moines, 
New Haven or Fort Worth would be 
wiped out. 

The death rate per 190,000 popula- 
tion in 1900 was 64, while in 1940, it 
was 120.3—almost double. The 
death rate per 100,000 increases with 
age from 4.8 under 4 years old to 
695.2 for the 65-74 group and 1,183.4 
for the group 75 years and over.

Angora Bunny in Montana 

MALTA, MONT. — The Angora 
rabbit is one animal that has at last 
realized the much-quoted expression 
of being ‘‘worth its weight in gold.” 

War-time demand for angora wool 
to line mittens, helmets and socks 
for high-altitude fliers and for oth- 
er war needs has sent the price of 
the rabbit wool sky-rocketing to $5.35 
a pound for the No. 1 grade. 

A female angora rabbit, breeders 
say, will produce about $5 worth of 
woo] and will give birth to an ay- 
erage of 21 youngsters a year who 
will do likewise.

Rationing Board To 
Check Lists Filed By 


Coffee Mrchants 


Coffee County War Price 
and Rationing Board, as- 
sisted by representatives of 
the State OPA office in 
Montgomery, is currently re- 
viewing its file of cost-of- 
living commodity price lists 
required of merchants under 
terms of the General Maxi- 
mum Price Regulation. 

As a part of the project, 

the board staff and OPA 
officials will make a tabula- 
tion of firms in this area 
that have failed to comply 
with the price listing provis- 
ions of the act. These firms 
will be required to submit 
proper lists within seven 
days after they have been 
notified of their delinquency 
by mail. 

Board members stated 
that retailers who have not 
yet filed such lists could 
avoid possible embarrass- 
ment by preparing and filing 
their lists at once. The lists 
are required of firms deal- 
ing in any of 200-odd com- 
modities, including various 
items of clothing, tobacco, 
food, furniture and hard- 
ware. 

Lists on file with the board 
will be checked for adequa- 
cy, legibility, and  correct- 
ness of firm name, address 
and operator’s signature. 
Retailers found to have sub- 
mitted inadequate or imper- 
fect lists will be notified and 
requested to make the nec- 
essary corrections or addi- 
tions within seven days.

Coffee Rationing ing To 
Start November 28 


Washington, fantnoct 26— 
The Office of Price Admin- 
istration announced today 
that coffee rationing is to 
start at midnight November 
28th, with one pound every 
five ‘weeks for each person 
over 15 years of age. 

All retail sales will be 
suspended for one week be- 
ginning November 21. | 

The present sugar ration 
books are to be used for cof- 
fee, the first Seo coming 
with ticket 28 and subse- 
quent ones eons back to 
ticket 19. Eligibillity is to 
be determined by the age 
shown on the sugar book. 

Regulations for public eat- 
ing houses have not been 


completed. The office of 
Price Administration says 
this is due primarily to 


hoarding by some because 
of slakened suppliess. 

The average amount un- 
der the ration plan will be 
10.4 pounds per person as 
compared to the 12.5 rate so 
far in 1942. 


SULFUR DISINFECTS SWEET 

POTATO STORAGE HOUSES 

Sulfur is recommended as @ 
substitute for formalin, potassium 
permanganate, and copper for 
the disinfection of sweetpotato 
storage houses, advises Lyle 
Brown, Extension horticulturist of 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute. 

The three chemicals probably 
will be difficult to obtain until af- 
ter the war because of their scar- 
city and cosot. Sulfur, however, 
is plentiful and cheap. 

Finely ground sulfur or flowers 
of sulfur should be burned for 
about 24 hours in the storage 
house at the rate of 3-4 to 1 
pound to 1,000 cubic feet of space 
with doors and windows tightly 
close. Sulfur can be burned in any 
metal container away from the 
floor so as to avoid danger of 
setting fire to the building or its 
contents. Lightly spraying the 
side of the house with water a day 
or two before the burning of sul- 
fur adds to the effectiveness of 
the treatment.

Maternal And Child 


Health Clinics Have 
Been Very Helpful 


Maternal and ivandi child health 
clinics have proved their 
worth since organization by 
Dr. G. L. Weidner, Coffee 
county health officer. Ree- 
ords prove that the visits 
of mothers and children to 
the clinics have brought 
about a marked improve- 
ment in the infant mortality 
rate in the county. 

Lessons emphasized were 
that disease germs are car- 
ried to the infant by water, 
milk, flies, and _ visitors. 
Mothers have been trained 
to boil baby’s water, pas- 
teurize the milk in the home 
and to protect it by refrig- 
eration and clean utensils.

THE CHRISTIAN VIEW 
OF MARRIAGE 


LESSON TEXT-—Genesis 2:18-24; Mat- 
thew 19:3-6; John 2:1-5, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Marrlage is honor- 
able in all.—Hebrews 13:4, 


The home is not just one of the 
institutions of our social order, it is 
a part of God’s plan for man, It 
thus holds a position of greater im- 
portance than institutions of society, 
and should take first place in our 
thinking. 

Home and the life which centers 
in it has lost much of its meaning 
and value in recent decades. It is 
appropriate and timely to study for 
four weeks in our Sunday schools 
the foundation principles of the 
home and to learn how we may 
hinder or help it in its influence. 
Teachers will wish to make much 
of this vital series. 

We begin right when we inquire 
what the Bible teaches about mar- 
riage, and we find the instruction 
plentiful and to the point. Concern- 
ing marriage we learn of 

I, Its Origin—Ordained by God 
(Gen, 2:18-24). 


Nations and states have marriage 


laws, and certain civil requirements. 


must be met. But true marriage 
from the Christian viewpoint is far 
more than a civil contract, It is an 
ordinance which God Himself or- 
dained from the beginning for the 
welfare of man. 

As Adam gave names to the ani- 
mals (which, incidentally, tells of 
his intelligence and ability) they 
passed before him. It became evi- 
dent to him that there was no true 
fellowship between man and beast, 
that there must be a “help meet”’ 
for man, one of his own kind, with 
his capacities of personal being. 

God quickly and adequately meets 
every real need of man, so He cre- 
ated out of Adam’s own flesh one who 
was to be his true companion. “If 
man is the head, she is the crown,”’ 
said Matthew Henry. ‘The man 
was dust refined, but the woman was 
dust doubly refined, one move fur- 
ther from the earth. She was not 
taken out of his head to top him, 
not out of his feet to be trampled 
upon by him, but out of his side to 
be equal with him, under his arm to 
be protected, and near his heart to 
be beloved.” 

So God ordained marriage, but 
down through the ages man. has 
seen fit to tamper with God’s holy 
arrangements, adjusting them to 
suit himself, so we need to be re- 
minded of the truth. 


II. Its Control—Not Subject to 
Man (Matt. 19:3-6). 


Because of the hardness of, man’s 
heart Moses permitted divorce 
(Mark 10:4, 5), but God did not 
intend it from the beginning, The 
Jewish rabbis had so stretched the 
interpretation of that act of Moses 
that a wife could be divorced for 
almost any reason. The same was 
true among heathen nations. 

Our Lord makes it very clear that 
man has no authority to determine 
such matters at all, that the union 
of life in true marriage is by the 
act of God, and that no man has 
power to sunder such a relationship. 

The whole trend of thought on 
marriage has been away from its 
sacredness as a divine institution, 
and we need to return to a proper 
appreciation of it as such. All too 
often, marriages are mere civil 
agreements, hastily made before a 
justice of peace. We need to en- 
courage our young people to rec- 
ognize 

HII. Its Dignity—Sanctioned by 
Christ (John 2:1-5). 

The wedding ceremony tells us 
that marriage “is an honcrable 
estate, instituted by God in the time 
of man’s innocency, confirmed by the 
teaching and hallowed by the pres- 
ence of our blessed Lord, and 
likened by St. Paul to the holy 
union that exists between Christ and 
the Church; and therefore is not by 
any to be entered into unadvisedly, 
but reverently, discreetly and in the 
fear of God.” 

At the very beginning of His pub- 
lic ministry Jesus performed His 
first miracle as His share of a wed- 
ding feast. It is true that He does 
share every occasion of joy and sor- 
row of His people, but it seems to 
be significant that this first occa- 
sion for His miraculous power was 
a wedding. 

He was there to rejoice with and 
to bless those who had exchanged 
their vows in marriage. Should He 
not be the unseen guest at every 
wedding? Whether in the home or 
in the church; whether the occa- 
sion be a simple or an elaborate 
one; whether a host of friends at- 
tend or only the witnesses—always 
and everywhere Jesus Christ should 
be recognized as the One who stands 
by to bless, and to unite the two 
lives for His own glory. 

This means that the ceremony 
should be a Christian one, with 
prayer a vital part of it, and the 
will of God paramount. Then in- 
deed, God may and will join togeth- 
er that which no man can put 
asunder.
